Claim 21, replace "acylating said fatty alcohol" with "acylating said fatty alcohol 
with an acylating agent having between 1 and 5 carbons";

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Claim 28, replace "comprising at least one fatty alcohol" with "comprising at least 
one fatty alcohol selected from the group consisting of castor oil, lesquerella oil, 
isopropyl jojobate, octyl dodecanol, oleyl alcohol and jojoba alcohol"; 

Cancel claims 25, 27, 29 and 31. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The above amendments clarify those specific alcohols in the specification that 
are shown to undergo increased spreading. Namely, the Declaration filed 1 1/20/2006 
indicated that the spreading properties of some acylated fatty alcohols is not increased; 
and indicating that the spreading properties of acylated fatty alcohols is unpredictable 
and imperical, see page 2 of the Declaration. In this connection, Applicant agreed to 
above amendment include specific fatty alcohols tested in the specification. Applicant 
agreed to the amendment soley in order to expedite the application to allowance, and 
not acquiescing in any possible rejections. Furthermore, Applicant reserves their right 
to file one or more divisional applications covering the canceled subject matter, see 
attached interview summary. 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches that an 
acylated product of these alcohols has increased spreading, much less, the 
compounding of the acylated alcohols in the recited products. In this regard, U.S. 
patent No. 6,706,768 to Brown et al. (Brown) describes compositions comprising jojoba 
oil, see bottom of column 4. However, jojoba oil is fundamentally different from acylated 
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products of the instant invention, since jojoba oil is a long chain wax ester (see column 
4, lines 64+ of Brown; cf. Kleinman, Chemistry of New Oilseed Crops, Janick and 
Simons (eds.) 1990 or Wisniak, The Chemistry and Technology of Jojoba Oil, 1987, p. 
1, which demonstrate that jojoba oil is the ester product of C20-40 alcohols and acids), 
whereas the instant claims have been amended above to restrict the acylated products 
to those incorporating acylated agents with between 1 and 5 carbon atoms, or those 
short-chain acylating agents of claim 28. Again, Applicant agreed to the amendment 
regarding the size of the acylating agent soley in order to expedite the application to 
allowance, and not acquiescing in any possible rejections. Furthermore, Applicant 
reserves their right to file one or more divisional applications covering the canceled 
subject matter, see attached interview summary.
